Have the more readily complied with your Deſires for 
Printing this Sermon, that 7 may acquaint the Nation 
with an Exemplary inſtance of Religion aud Loyalty ; 
ich I beg your pardon for Reprinting in your Own words, 
as followerk,

E have becn ſo abundantly convinced of the Seditious and 
Rebcllious Practices of the Seftarics and Phanaticks, who 


through the Courſe of above One hundred years fnce we 
were fhrſt infelicd with *em, have ſcarce afforded this unhappy King- 
dom any interval of iclt from their Horrid Treaſons,as that we mult 
eſteem *em, not oncly the open Enemies of our Eſtabliſhed Govern» 
ment, but to all the common Principles of Society and Humanity it 
ſelt. Wherefore, that we may prevent their Hoxrid Conlpiracies for 


the time to'come, and fecure (as much as in us lics) our molt Graci- 
A 2 ous 
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os KING andthe GOVERNMENT from the Fury-and 
Malice of *em, we reſolve to put the Severeſt of the Laws ( which 
we find too Eafie aud Gentle, unleſs enlivencd by a vigorous Exe- 
cation) in force againlt em. 

1. We Agree and Reſolve, in every Diviſion-of thisCounty, to 
require ſufficient Sureties for the good Abearing and peaceable Beha- 
viour of all ſuch as we may jufily {uſpect, or thatiwe can receive.any 
credible Information againſt, that they have been at any Conventi- 
cles and Unlawtul Meetings, or at any FaQirus or Seditious Clubs ; 
or that have by any Diſcourſes diſcovered themſelves to be difaffect- 
cd to the preſent Eltabliſhcd Government, either in Church or State ; 
or that have been the Authors or Publiſhers of any Seditious Libels 
or that ſhall not' in all things ducly conform them(clves to the pre- 
ſent Eſtabliſhed Government. 

2, Becauſe we have a ſort of Falſe Men, and more perfidious than 
profciſed Phanaticks, who cither wanting Courage to appear in their 
own (ſhape, or the better to bring about their Treaſonable Deſigns, 
privately aſſociate with, and encourage the Seditious Clubs of the 
Scectaries, and with them Plot heartily againſt the Government zand 
yct, that they may paſs unſuſpeRed, ſometime appear in the Church 
with a falſe ſhew of Conformity, oncly to ſave their Money, and the 
better to ſerve their Fation : that we may (if poſſible) diſtinguiſh 
and know all ſuch dangerous Encmics, we will firitly require all 
Church-wardens and Conſtables, at all our Monthly Meetings, to 
give us a full account of all ſuch as do not every Sunday reſort to 
their own Parilh-Churches, and are not at the beginning of Divine 
Service, and do not bchave themſelves Orderly and Soberly there, 
obſcrving all ſuch decent Ceremonies as the Laws enjoyn : And that 
they likewiſe Preſent unto us the Names of all ſuch as have not re- 
ceived the Holy Sacrament of the Lords Supper in their own Pariſh- 
Churches Thrice in the Year. / 

3. Bcing fully ſatished, as well by the clear Evidence of the late 
Horrid PL OT, as by our own long and {ad Experience, That the 
Nonconformitt Preachers are the Authors and Fomenters of this Pe- 
ſtilent Faction, and the implacable Encmies of the Eftabliſhed Go- 
vernment, and to whom the late Execrable Treaſons, which have 
had ſuch diſmal cffeRts in this Kingdom, are principally to be impu- 
ted, and who by their preſent obſtinate refuſing to Take and Sub- 
(cribe an Oath and Declaration, That they do not hold it lawful to take 
# ARMS againſt the KING, and that they will not endeavour any 
Alteration of Government either in Church or State ; do neceſlarily en- 
force 
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force us [to conclude, © that they ate' till ready-to engage themſclvcs 
( if not atually engaged ) in ſome Rebellians Conſpiracy againſt 
the KING, and to Invade and Subvert hhsGOVERN MENT: 
Wherefore we rcſolve in every Pariſh of this County, to leave ſtrict 
Warrants in the hands of all Conſtables, for the ſcizing of ſuch per- 
ſuns. And as an encouragement to all Othcers and others, that (hall 
be inftramenral in the apprchending ot any of them,} ſoas they may 
be brought to Juſtice, we will give and allow Forty (hillings,'as a 
Reward, for every Nonconformilt-Preacher that (hall be fo ſecured. 
And we Reſolve to proſecute them and-all other fuch Dangerous E- 
nemies of the Government, and common Abſenters from Church, 
and trequenters of CONVENTICLES, according to the Di- 
rcCtions of a Law made in the Five and Thirtiech Year of the Reign 
of Qucen ELIZABETH, Entitulced, An Ai for the' keeping Her 
Majeſties Subjefis in due OBEDIENCE: 

Laſtly. That we may never forget the infinite Mercies ot Almigh- - 
ty God, in the late Wonderful Deliverance of our Gracious K IN G, 
and His DearckG BROTHER, and all His Loyal Subje&ts, ( who 
were deſigned tor a Maſſacre ) from the Horrid Conſpiracy of the 
Phanaticks and their Accomplices. 3 aud that. we may. perpetuate as 
well our own Thankfulneſs, as their Intamy, that the Generations to 
come may- know their Treachery, and- avoid and*never- truſt men of 
(uch Principles more 3 and alſo, that we our ſ{clves may. perform our 
publick Duty to Almighty God, before we enter upon the publick 
Service of our Country : We Order, Reſolve, apd:Agree, withthe 
Advice and Concarrence'of the Right Reverend Father in God, our

red for the day of Thankſgiving on the Ninth of September lait, and 
to Preach a Sermon- exhorting to OBEDIENCE, in the faid 
Chappel, on the firſt day of eyery General Quarter-Seffions of the 
Peace held in the ſaid Caltle, to begin preciſely at Eight of the Clock

And may the Mcrcics of Heaven (wv hich arc Infinite) always pro- 
tet our Religious and Gracious KIN G, kis Dearett BROTHER,

My Loa D & GENTLEMEN, 


3 Ou have taken the right meaiure for ſecuring our Peace, 
Y and rendring unto Czar the things that are Czfars, 
by rendring unto God the things that are Gods ix the frif 
place. Weall owe it to your Piety, R. R. Father, who bave 
loved our Natian, and built us another Synagogue : which 
with af thankfulneſs we acknowledge ; and may it ever re- 
remain a Houle of Prayer for thoſe ends towhich you have dc- 
ſigned and reconſecrated it, by your preſence and Devotion. 
When I ſaw the Heads of our County following the Guide of 
their Souls, and like Moſcs and Aaron on the Meme ſtretch- 
ing out their hands with their hearts unto God in Prayer, it 
ſeemed to me a good Omen of Succeſs and Victory again#t 
thoſe Amalckites that are jt1/! conſpiring againft us mn the 
Vallies. For ſuch as you, who make it your bufimeſs to ferve 
God and the King, are the Chariots of liracl, and the Horſe- 
men thereof : 7 you we may ſee Righteouſneſs and Peace 
embracing and killing each other; aud may they never pro- 

ſper, that attempt to put them or you aſunder. And 
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And now I beſeech you, R. R. Father, and worthy Gentlemen, (utter a 
word of Exhortation; which i, that 'you:uvadd bene your united Force. 
againſt that Profanenels and Debauchery; which, as it is aw efle of aur 
former Diviſions and War, ſo it will be the caule of new Confulions, avd 
drawing down the Wrath of God on the Land. For if ſuch inen of Belial as 
are ſtill fighting againſt God, blaſpheming bis Holy Name by accurlcd 
Oaths ins damnable Imprecations; that own no other Deity but the 
Luſts of their upper & nether bellies,and ſacrifice were of their time aud. 
Eſtates to Bacchus aud Venus,than to their God and Savwur,and, Levias 
than-/ike,ſport themſelves me the waters of the Santtuary, ſcofing at al. 
things that are Sacred, and think themſelves ſo great, that no man durſt 
put a hook in their noſtrils, or reprove them, though never ſo friendly, 
and in the Name of God , be permitted to riot it 1n the day-time, we 
may expett ay SP_ night of as mach blackneſs and datknels, as 
violent ſtorms aud tempelts, as hitherto (God be thanked ) hath paſt 
over our heads. ; 

And becauſe Tipling and Brothel-houſes are the Nurſeries of theſe mil- 
chievous vices, where men ſacrifice more of their time and Eſtates to their 
ungodly Luſts, thax to their God and Saviour ; let thoſe Nelſts and Re- 
ceptacles of unclean Locuſts awd devouring Caterpillars, which do even 
cover the Land, and though they have the faces of men, yet under them 
they earry the hearts of beaſts, and the ſtings of fiery Serpents, be ſup- 
preſſed. I know there may be ſome Silver-{miths that will plead for thele 
Shrines of the great Goddeſs Diana, which bring no ſmall gain to the 
Crafts-men : But certainly if the time and Treature which u ſpent and 
ſpilt &y theſe Debaucheries i» Idleneſs, and upon their Lults, were employ- 
ed in their dayly Labours and honeſt Callings the King wou/d have a tar 
greater, as well as a better Revenue and Aid, than from all thoſe Augean 
Stables. Theſe are thoſe Devils Chappels,which in many places he ſet up for 
himſelf,az the very entrance intoGod's Houſe; where his Chaplains dai- 
ly attend his Service,but eſpecially on thoſe Holy-days which are ſet apart 
for God's Worſhip ; and from hence there are as many Oztlis and Impre- 


cations for __ and Damnation apes | againſt Heaven, as there 
are Prayers and Supplications fer Pardon and Salvation in the Churches 


of God.

The Epiſtle Dedicatory. 


And how great Provocations theſe are to our Holy God, your own e, 
rience of the great and dayly.trouble occafioned:by ſuch Riots, may inform 
you : for from hence proceed Theits, Whoredoms, Baſtardies, Brauls and 
Quarrels,which are {47 wa by expenſive and ruining Law-ſuits, mai- 
ming of Limbs,axd ſhedding ot innocent Bloud. Theſe are the Sanftua- 
ries of Vagabonds and Robbers, «the Hoſpitals of incurable Fools axd 
Madmen ; where men are beſotted, bereaved of reaſon and ſtrength, and 
made uncapable of any. good Employment : The very Peſthouſes of the 
Nation, where Dileales are propagated, and Infirmities intailed on ſuccee- 
ding Generations. - By theſe Circean Cups, men are transformed into 
beaſts ; and by their looks and their language you may know them : for 
Vix hominem ſonant. | ' 

"Theſe were the Apollyons what deſtroyed the late Kings Armies, his 
Forts and Garriſons, and retuced him to more ſtraights - the Armies 
of his Adverſaries ;-who when they ſhould be fighting againſt the Kings E- 
nemies, were fighting againſt God ; axd diſcharging Vollies of Oaths 
againſt Heaven, when they ſhould have been praying for mercy and for- 
giveneſs from thence. Theſe hardned the hearts of the Kings Encmics,and. 
alienated the affeftions of his Subjefts as if the Cauſe could not be good, 
that was defended by ſuch Inſtruments : for they brought an evil Report 
eu a rightcous Cauſe, as if their Prince were /tke that Party, or Gallio- 
lzke, cared for none of ttzoſe things, . 7t was doubtleſs by and for the 
wickedneſs of theſe men, that fo good a Prince, and 1ojuit a Ctuſewas 
overthrown : and if we {till do wickedly, (though as yet we have no vidi- 
ble Enerr.ies ) the Mouth of the Lord, which is able to do it, hath ſaid, 
Ye ſhall be deſtroyed, both you and your King. | 

Wherefore I beſeech you who have Power and Authority from God and 
the King, vigorouſly and unanimonſiy to endeavour the Supprellion of thoſe 
Seminarics of fin axd.uncleann-is, whith. provoke God, and bring the 
Government into Contempt ; ard then we may hope that God will [till 
{/ppreſs our Enemies, ad c/tabliſh ws on the ſure Foundaticns of Peace 
ard Righteouſneſs : which 15 and ſhall be the hearty Prayer of,

And theText ſeems to be a Writ of Enquiry :- From whence 


come wars 2 In the due execution whereof, you mey do 


God and the King, your ſelves and your Country, moſt ac 


. ceptable Service. For in this Text you have a diſcovery of 


the firſt moft ſecret motions that tend to War and: Confu- 
fron: which, as it is ſaid of the Bafilsk, being firſt ſeen, they 
die ; but if they ſurprize us, we periſh. | 

I ſhall therefore wave all formalities and delays, and be» 
come your humble So/icitor to take immediate cognizance 
of the merirs of the Cauſe; that OLD CausE which hath 
formerly involved the three Nations in War and Confuſion, 
and is hike to ſet us all on a flame a fecond time, © And I 
doubr not to produce fuch clear and anqueſtionable evidence 
concerning the matter of fat, that not one ( though inte- 
reſſed and prejudiced perfor) ſhall return an 1z#oramas, 
but agree fully in the Verdi with St. Fames, That rhe wars 
and fightings among our” ſelves can proceed from no other 


cauſe, but thoſe luſts that war in our members. And in this 
B I 
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I dare make every man a Juror, being as well under the 
Oath of God in his Baptiſm, as the Oath of the King in his 
Allegiance : both which oblige him to diſcover and bring to 
a puniſhment thoſe luſts that fight againſt God, againſt 
the Peace of our Soveraign Lord the King, and the temporal 
and eternal Peace of our-own.Souls. 
Three things the Text directs us to enquire into, 


1. The matter of Fatt: Wars and fightings. 

2. The Perſons engaged : Among you, or between your 
ſelves, (viz.) the twelve Tribes to whom - Sr: James 
writes this Epiſtle. 

3. The Original whence theſe Wars came; which our 
Apoſtle aſſures us, was from no other caule, but thoſe 
luſts which did war in their members. 


Firſt, of the matter of Fat; which was more than pri. 
wate Stirs and Heats, (as ſome tcrm them) there was ſeme 
fire and flames ; and Behola, faith our Apoſtle, how great a 
matter a little fire kindleth! it proceeded to Open Hoſti- 
lity and Murther, For although by Gods juſt Judgment 
upon. them, they had been for above an hundred years un- 
der the Power and Government of the Romans, and owned 
no King but Ceſar, by whom they were permitted the en- 
joyment of their Religion, Laws, and Liberties, under the 
calie tribute of one peny yearly for cach perſon, which 
was the ordinary. pay of a Labourer or Souldier for one days 
ſervice: yet did they not onely often rebel againſt their 
lawful Governours on the account of that Tribute, but fre- 
quently by more than Civil Wars did execute mot barba- 
rous and bloudy Fights among themſelves, being divided 
into many reſtleſs Factions, cach ſtriving to be uppermoſt, 
until they were all ruined. 

This our Apoſtle plainly expreſſeth, ». 2. Te fight and 
war ; and again, ye kill, and defire to have; (1. e.) to get 


d0- 
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dominion and unlawful poſſeſſions : tain the word is, and 
it ſeems to refer to a Generation of men that called them- 
ſelves Zealots, who under a pretence of Juſtice and Reli- 
gion, made it lawful to kill and deſtroy all that oppoſed 
their ingroſſing the Power, Wealth, and Trade of the Ne- 
tion; for that was the Religion of thoſe men. And thus 
began thoſe unnatural Wars : the People were. perſwaded by 
theſe Zealors, that their Religion, Laws, and Liberties were 
invaded by their Xing, that Prince of Peace, the anointed 
and Holy One of God. Againſt whom the great Council and 
ſome chief Prieſts ſtirred up the People, and conſpired to 
put him to death : And having all the FaCtions at their 
beck againſt him, as their common Enemy, that would let in 
the Romans upon them; and having by many intolerable 
affronts and indignities driven him from his Royal City, and 


- bunted him from place to place, they corrupted a Fudas to 
-betray him for a ſum of money ; and by Subornation of faiſe 


Witneſſes, and a Pagan Fudge, and mockery of Tuſtice, they 
murthered him as 1t were at the Gates: of his great City 
Feruſalem ; whoſe thirſt of bloud he had a little before en- 
deavoured to quench by a floud of tears : O Feruſalem, Je- 


- ruſalem, which killeſt the Prophets, &c. This our Apoſtle 


oblerves; ch. 5. 6. Te have condemned and killed, tr ixan, that 
Fuſt One ; Parallel to As 3. 14. Te denied the Holy 
One and the Juſt, and defired a Murtherer to be granted unto 

ow. And now that the Royal fence was digged down, 
what could be expected but a deluge of Bloud, even the 
days of Vengeance, wherein all things that were written 
were to be fulfled > Luke 21. 22. 

And Fadyment was to begin fir(t at the houſe of God. Ac- 
cordingly we find, As 6. 9. that Some of the Synagogue of 
the Libertines and Cyrenians, &c, acculed St. Stephen the 
Proto-Martyr. For they being not able to reſiſt the wiſdom 
and the ſpirit by which he ſpake ; ind by bis tharp but juſt 
reproots, ch. 7. 5. being cut to the heart, v. 54. the People, 

B 2 Elders, 
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Elders and Scribes caught him, and brought lim to the 
Council ; and ſet up falſe witneſſes, whiclt laid, that he had 
ſpoke Blaſphemous words againſt Moſes and againſt God, and 
would change their cuſtoms, ch. 6.11. And him they pro- 
ſecuted with a rage that reached up to Heaven: for they 
gnaſhed on him with their teeth, and cried with a load woice 
tor his bloud; and ſtopped their ears to all ſober countels ; 
and ran upon him with one accord, and ſtoned him, calling np - 
on God, and praying for his enemies : Lord, lay not this fin to 
their charge, Acts 7. 60. 

Then Herod their wſurping king vexed the whole church ; 
impriſoned St. Peter, and flew Fames the Brother of aur Lord 
with the ſword. And thoſe men of whom the world was not 
worthy, were counted worthy to dic ; and die they did like 
worthy men : for they took joyfully the ſpoiling of their goods, 
and had trial of cruel mockings and ſcourgings, bonds and im- 
priſonment ; and rw tempted to deny the fairh, choſe ra- 
ther to be ſawn aſunder and ſlain with the ſword. ——_ 

What havock was made of the Flock of Chriſt by theſe 
grievous Wolves, after that the chief Shepherds were ſmitten, 
15 too large to be repeated : Onely as Geographers are wont 
to deſcribe great Countriesand Cities, Battels and Devaſta- 
tions, in a little Map; I ſhall prefent you with-a proſpect of 
thoſe Wars as it was delineated by our Saviours own hand ; 
whereof it was impoſſible but every tittle ſhould be true. 
Mark 13.9. He ſays, They ſhould deliver one another to the 
council, and beat them in their ſynagogues : That brother 
ſhould betray brother to death, and the father the ſou ; and 
children ſhould riſe up againſt their parents, and canſe them to 
be put to death : that a mans foes ſhould be thoſe of his own 
houſe ; and whoever did kill his diſciples, ſhould think that be 
did God good ſervice : That there ſhould follow thoſe wars 
great afflittions peſtilences © famines, ſuch as had not been from 


the beginning o the world : That they ſhould fall by the edge of 
b 


e led captive into all Nations; and Feruſa 


the ſword, an 
ſhould 
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ſhould be tradden down, of the. Gentiles Lake 21.2.3, for their 
enemies ſhould caſt. a trench dhout. thew.,.. ond keep them wn 
on every fide , and lay them even with the ground, and her 
childrenwithinher , until there were uot ont {tone teft npon 
another., er a / 3 7 

And ſhortly after our Saviours death,, began theſe trou- 
bles ;..of which we have ſome account in the; Ats,ch.5.36. 
Theudas boaſting himſelf tv be an extraordinary perſon (as it 
was {orctold that falſe Chriſts and falſe Prophets ſhould ariſe 
and deceive many) began a Rebellion with 490 men; whom 
he. diſſuaded to pay Tribute toCe/ar ;: who was flain, and 
all that obeyed him were brought to nought. Then Jadas of 
Galilee on the fame occaſion drew. mach people after. him.and 
he and his party periſhed, Atts 5.36, 37. Then Bar-Feſus 2 
falſe Prophet ſought to diſcredit our Savieurs Miracles by 
his Sortery, AQts 13. 6; Another falle-Prophet led out 4000 
men into the wilderneſs who. were Murderers,. Afts 21: 38. 
tacſe; as Joſephus lays, increaſed to 30000, but were over- 
thrown by Felix. 8400 were ſlain at Joppa, 2co00 at 
Ceſarea, not one eſcaping; 50000 at Delta, and a great 
ſlaughter was made of them that followed Simon a Galile- - 


" an, by Coponius. - See Foſephus 1.2. 19.22. &c. , And a- - 


nother great Maſlacre on Eleazar and his Party , who re- 
tuſed to ſacrifice and pray tor the welfare of Ceſar.- 

So that theſe nad i ho Fews finding no ſucceſs in their 
attempts,againſt the Romans, turned their Swords againſt 
eac{1 other ; and they who boaſted moſt of being tre {{- 
raehites,. were true 1ſhmaelites , that bad their hayd lifted 
up againſt\ every man,and every mans hand againſt them, The 
tribe of Ephraim againſt Manaſſe , and both againſt Fudah; 
City againſt City, and Brother againſt Brother : they who 
called themſelves the Religious and Zealous,threw off their 
Cloaks, and appeared to be Sicarii, very Thieves and Cut- 
throats,as Joſephus calls them. Jeruſalem, that had been a 
City at unity within her ſelf, was by theſe men crumbled in- 

to 
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to Factions, and made an Aceldema, orfield of blood; which 
was ſhed as water on every fide of Fernſalem. Mount Sjoy, 
the glory of the whole earth, was like Mount Sinai, ſurroun- 
ded with blackneſs and tempeſts, and rhe ſounds of trumpets. 
The holy lamps were extinguiſhed, and NEw LiGHTSs fer 
-up on every Turret, which burnt them to the ground. 
The 7; =_ had no other-Sacrifices but heaps of. ſlain mex, 
and the hlood of the Prieſts ſhed before the Altar, whom the 
Zealots flew withas little regret , as the Prieſts were wont 
to ſlay the beaſts for Sacrifice. All ſacred things were pro- 
taned, and prophane things accounted facred. Having ne:- 
ther Xing nor Prieſt left ,: every one did what ſeemed good in 
his own eyes;and likeCain that had ſlain his Brother,thought 
every one he met would ſlay hm; and therefore dealt with 
him as an enemy, Here you might ſee three Independent 
Armies \trugling in the bowels ot their common mother 
Jeruſalem, and- putting her into fo many throws and pangs, 
as cauſed her diffolution : Fol the Prieſt againſt Eleazar 
the Religions , and both againſt S;mon the Zealot ; who 
being defeated , flew his Wite and Children firſt, and then 
himſelf. * Here the Souldiers eat their leathern girdles for 
hunger , and women their Childrenot a ſpan-long ; the 
aged afid young dying for Famine ;the rich and the Nobles 
ſlain with the Sword, and none to make lamentartion over 
them, or to bury the dead. This was the condition of that 
Holy land, v/hen the Kingdom of Iſrael degenerated into a 

Common-wealth. | | 
It any mans heart be nor aﬀetted with this ſhort relati- 
on of the Jewiſh Wars, let him read thoſe larger Commen- 
taries which their Countryman Foſephus, who was an eye« 
witneſs of thoſe confuſtons, -rranſcribed from the Originals 
written with their Swords in Blood. And-he muſt have a 
ficert harder than thoſe Swerd's, or the-Adamant it ſelf, that 
1s not molhified by fo much kumane blood, bur ſtill retains 
an edpe and appetite for War; which none can reliſh, 
bur

make their Territories the Seat of War. 
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but they who have furfeited on too much Plenty , and too 
long Peace; and bong diſpleaſed with themſelves, by their 
inſatiable /uſts, and diltracted Conſciences-,. {euk to find caſe 
and diverſions, as the Devils do, by drawing others into the 
fame condemnation ; like thoſe unhappy Frinces , who bc- 
ing diſturbed by frequent Seditions of their SubjeCts at 
home, do invade the Dominions of their Neighbours, and 

Thus tlie /a/ts that did war in their members, carryed on 
the war again{t the head and heart of the Nation, ; which 


minds us of

For this was no neceſitows'people, no. Highlanders, or In- 
habitantsof the Deſarts of Arabia Petrea., but of Canaan 
which flowed with milk and honey for the pooreſt ;. they. were 
fed with the flower of, the Km Fw] wheat to.ſtrengthea 
them, and drank of tbe generous blood of the. grape to com- 
fort their hearts, .and Rivers of Oyl tomake them of acheer- 
ul countenance... God rained fleſh among them as thick as 
duſt, and feathered fowl as the ſand of the Sea... Heaven and 
carth contributed all their Treaſyres, yo make them a haps 

py people. |! | 
But the proviſion that God gave them for the comfort 
of rheir lives,they uſed as provocations to their luſts ; and, 
as Jeſurun of old ,. they waxed fat and kicked : they forſook 
God that made them ,. and lightly eſteemed the rock of their 
Satuation. And-from hence came thoſe Wars.---= Ze delz- 
vered their power into captivity, and their beauty to the ene- 
mies hands : he gave his people over to the Sword, and was 
wroth with his 4 ers, The Surfeit of a loag-continu= 
ed Peace and Plenty , is fatal unto ſenſual. men ; it puts 
them into.ſuch. Feavouriſh Diſlempers, and freaks of madneſs, 
that they can neither indure the diſeaſe nor the remedy, but 

leek to deſtroy thoſe that come to ſave them.

2. Whence come theſe Wars among you > Who had as often 
felt the difinal conſequences of war, -as they had provoked 
God by their murmurings, their ingratitude for good, and 
luſting after evil things. They could not forget their ſore 
bondage in Egypt , and their miſerable captivity under the 
inſulting Babylonians, who cryed, Down with them even to the 
ground, ROOT and BRANCH , that the name of Iſrael 
may no more be had in'remembrance :\ and they were ſcarce 
recovered out of thoſe confuſtoris which Antiochus Fpipha- 
mes had brought upon them , (ke x Maceab. 1. 11.) who 
drew them into a Rebe/lious Covenant , and proudly entred 
into their Santnary , and took away the golden Ornaments, 
and the Crown , and the hidden treaſures; and made great 
Maſſacres, and covered all the houſe of Facob with confuſion : 
he laid waſte their 'Santluaries 2s a wilderneſs, and ſhed in- 
nocent blood ow every fide of Jeruſalem : he forbad their offe- 
rings dd ſacrifices in the Temple ,* polluted their Sabbaths, 
and Feſtival days ; ct up Altars aad Chappels of 7dols : leſt 
their Children aneircameiſed, tothe end thatthey might 
forget the Law; and changed all the Ordinances: He mur- 
thered the Prieſts of the moſt high God, and ruled all ac- 
cording to his own ungodly lufts ; driving the 7raclites in- 
- to ſecret places, whereſoever they could flee- for ſuc- 
CcOUr. 

But God had by many miracles of mercy reſtored them 
out of all theſe Calamitics, to a good degree of happineſs ; 
their Temple was rebnile, their Laws pref 4; the wniform 
worſhip of God at Hieruſalem eftabliſhed, whither the Tribes 
went wp toWorſhip , and to give thanks to the Name of - the 
Lord. God fixed his Shekinah , and dwelt among them 1« 
gain; he mer them in the beauty of holineſs, and made rhem 
joyful in his houſe of prayer. And to all this glory headded a 
defence ; for during all the time of the Matcabees , as-long 
as they fought the Lord , he madethem to proſper.- -No 
Nation had a God fo great, Laws and Statutes ſo good , a 
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"Land. ſo fruitful; Viſtoriesſa- ſignal and frequent ; that the 
dread and rerrour of them was fallen upon the Nations 
round about them ; and every man might /it under his own 
- Vine, and under Gods Vine too, and ſing the Song 5 David: 
* Happy are the people that are i» ſuch'a caſe, yea bleſſed are the 
e who have the Lord for their God. ., ,/+ 5 
What poſſible imagination could merat ſuch a height of 
felicity (af the very height had not made them giddy) con- 
ceive of bettering their condition by Wars and Fightings ? 
- Or what in reaton could they think. of, -but,to ſecure their 
preſent: enjoyments 'by Thankfulngſs to (Gad, . Obedience, to 
their'Governours; and Peace and 'Y/nity among} themſelves 2 
But this unhappineſs we have all derived from Adam, that 
- Paradiſe it ſelf will not content us, unleſs we. may eat of 
\the forbidden fruit: we nauſeate Manns ,it felf, unleſs: we 
.may*have' ſomewhat to gratifie oxr Laff 5, which war: againſt 
- or "Souls. - And hence come wars and fightings among . us, e- 
ven from our luſts, which war in our members. Which is the 
. laſt branch of our Enquiry, (viz.) That, the Original of all 
our Wars,;'ts thoſe luſts that war in our "; I 
\r. The:method roeffe&t a Cure, as in-the natural, ſoin the 
body polirick; is firſt to find out the true-cauſe : which in 
this of War is like that of the Hefick Fever, which at firſt 
ishard to be known, but eafily cared ; but at length is eafily 
diſcerned, and difficultly cured.” For as in thoſe Lagrine Fe- 
vers there are' little indifcernable \wis wm lurking,,in. the 
blot, 'and circulating with it, which: ip time!ferment the 
whole maſs, and ſer the whole courſe of Nature an fire : $0 
thoſe luſts which war in our members, 4nd the'tacuities of our 
Souls; have a ſecret, and to our ſelves at leaſt, if. not to 0- 
thers, an indiſcernable motion, until Temptations and Oppar- 
twniries are preſented 3. ndctnohe res appetiteis na 
Commotion, and offers violence to his Reaſon; Religion, and 
Conſcience. And thus, as St.: Fames-.detcribes it, ch.1.1 4. 
Every man 1s tempted when he drawn afide of his own luſts, 
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and entice There'is a fecret bent of our 'Spirits after evit 
things, which forceth us; and rhere are flattering alurements 
in the Obje&s,which entice us ; ſuch as the laſt of the fleſh, 
wnclean pleaſures ; the luſls of the.eyes, riches and large po!- 
ſeffions; and the pride of Life, power, domunton, and ap- 
plauſe : and between-owr lufts ant! theſe objects fin is brought 
forth. So that all IufF is feated in our inordenate defwes : I 
bad not known luft, faith St. Pal, except the law had ſaid, 
Thou fhakt not covet: For the iraſcible faculties of the Soul 
are but asſo many Rwftans, ( ſuch as Anger and Malice, En- 
vy and Revenge) to exeoute the wills of the fleſh : but by 
ieſe the ſinner is put into a tate of war with himſelt : 
extidt onirk ies there is a Seditious Party that wars t# our 
members; the fleſh luſting againf? the ſpirit, and the ſpirit a- 
gainff the fleſh : and thele two «nina, are fit in baitel aray 
 agadnfF each other; Gal. 5.17. And the! lawof the members, 
" Srocexmu®>, warrerh againft the law 'of the mind. So'impe- 
tuons and fubtle are theſe luſts, that they too aften furprize 
even good men, as St. Paul complains of himſelf, /eading 
him captive; hindring' him from. doing the. good that he 
would, and hurrying 'him on to do ther evil he wont not, 
Rom. 7.23: Hence it is that the Philoſopher calls theſe 
lufts avis; 2piter, Beaftly duſts, rot oncly from their un- 
cleanneſs and ſenſuality, their unreafonableneſs and unga- 
*yeraableneſs, but their ravenous ornelty, and ferine quali- 
mes; overturning and rentingall that ſtdnds in their way, 
breakingall bonds of Rewſon and Religion, Law and\Con- 
ſcience; facrificing 'not'onely the welfare of others, but 
their own health and peace, yea thoſe very members in 
which they war, to the fatisfattion of theſe luſts : as 7heo- 
thmus, when his Phyſician told him he maſt leave bis intem- 
perance, or loſe his eyes, cryed, Vale emicum lumen; Farewel, 
dear eyes ; as if hisluſts were more dear. Sv. true is that of 
the Prophet, 1/ai. 57:20. The wicked are like the troubled 
_ that cannot refÞ : there-1s no peace to the wicked. ſaith my 
Cod. The 
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The man that gives up the reins to his luſls, is no longer 
$ui juris, but under the moſt abſolute Tyrants, whoſe Will 
is their onely Law ; where that bids. themy- go; they go ; 
and what that bids them do,they do, thougly to-their utter 
undoing. In vain doth Conſcience take on it the Office of a 
Monitor, or Reaſon of a Speaker, to give their Reprimants ; 
they do but provoke 'the rage and outeries of the multitude 
of Lufts that can endure no controul. 'Reafor is detlire- 
ned, Conſcience filehced; the ufurping P7&'is got into'the 
Chair, and eftabliſherh Tniquity By the Law of Sit wolo, fie 
jubeo; and all the fre Senſes, like ſo many offcious members, 
are ready to execute the Commands of  rhoſ& unruly

Who can wonder that the mari who lives in oppoſition'ts 
the expreſs Commands of God, and flights his own appre- 
henſions of Gods everlaſting wrath, for every trifling luſt, 
ſhould, when the greater temptations of Dominion and 
Power, of killig and taking puſſeſtowof Cromms and Kingdoms 
are prefented, 'be the Contrivers and Profecttors of Sedition 
and Rebellion againſt their Xing > That man cannot truly 
love or fear the Xing, who bearer the Sword that can onely 
kill the Body, who neither loves nor fears God, who i able ts 
teftroy body and ſou! 74 hetl.- Hence it is that Solowen ob» 
ſerves, Prov. r7. 11. The wicked man ſeeketh onely Rebellioh. 


For having loſt the peace of his own Conſcience by fghring 

ainſt God, and having ſinncd away the -uſe of Reg Tea 
ſober counſels by his contumacy, like the evil ſpirit that was 
caſt out of the mari, he fndeth no'reſt,- but roves up and 
down, to aſſociate Legions of otliers as bad-as himſelf, ro'dis 
ſturbthe peace of others. And hence' comt wars \and "fights 
IMS Among Us. 

And now itis caſie to turn the Scene, and from rhe Vn 
de inter vos, to enquire Ynde inter nos} From whenee 
come wars and fightitigs among ws 2 For as to-matrer 
of fat, if the Wars of any Nation under Heaverrean —_ 
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lel thoſe of the Fews,vurs do ;.and in ſome reſpets(confider- 
ng that we arc Chriſtians ) have outdone them. For have 
not. we as obſtioate]y 'reſiſted and! fought againſt the God 
of Heaven, though he have,placed us in a fruirful Land, 
and - fed us with Hanna 2 Have not we ſtil murmured, 
and tempted him, requiring meat for our luſts > Have we not 
refuſed all thoſe means and overturcs of falvation which the 
Son: of God- hath. offered us?. and do we.not {till refuſe to 
do-the things belmging. to our peace. 2. Yea, with the filthy 
Gadarens, we have even forced him to depart out of our coaſt, 
and preferred our Swine before our Saviour. We have made 
our great Lord to ſerve. under our baſeſt Iuſts: We have ri- 
dicul'd him by falſe Prophets and falſe Chriſts , ſaying, Bey 
hold, he 1s-1m: the deſert fields, or in the ſecret chambers, when 
he taught openly in the, Temple. We have falſly accuſed 
him as anexemy to Ceſar, and Patron of Rebellion; and fo 
have crucified afreſh to our ſelves the Son of God, . and put him 
to = ſhame :,.which if the Fews had known, as-we profeſs 
to know him, they would not have: done, 1 Cor. 2..8, for 
had they. known, they would not have crucified the Lord of 
Glory, Theſe were the grand cauſes of the final deſtruQtion 
of the Jewiſh Nation, and theſe provocations had brought 
us lo nigh. to utter confuſioq, that nothing, but a Miracle of 
Mercy could prevent us from falling. into it... . It is there» 
tore high time to ſearch out thoſe Sacrilegious Achans, and 
diſobedient Foxahs that have raiſed ſuch Storms and Wars a- 
mong us : and we ſhall find them within our own. breaſts, 
even thoſe laſts that war.in' our members : . for our Savigur 
hath aſſured us, that from. within, out of the heart of man pro- 
ceed evil. thougfts firſt, and then murders; yea thoſe very 
thoughts are accounted as murther by our Saviour; .and z 
there be bitter envying and ſtrife in our hearts, our Apoſtle 
tells us, that notwithſtanding our pretences tro Wiſdom and 
Holineſs, we are earthly, ſenſual, and devilifh, Jam.3.15., 

To make this Enquiry more plain, I ſhall onely premile, 


That : 
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That in a Church and State (o well eſlabliſhed as ours are, 
where we have all things neceſſary to Salvation in the one, 
all things neceſſary to preſerve our Liberty and Property in 
the o1her, all deſirable Peace and Plenty tor our Perſons and 
Families, it muſt be our /y/t:ng after evil things that cauſeth: 
wicked men to diſquict themtelves and others : Of which 
this may ſerve as a Demonſtration, that they who would 
put us into a ſtate of War and Confufton, having no preſent or 
real grievances to amule the people withal,do raile up their 
old Goblins of fears aud jealoufies of Popery and Tyranny. 
But as it isa folly to trouble our {elves with what may FA 
when it is more probable that it may mot He; fo it is the 
chara&ter of a wicked man, to fear where no fear is, and 4 
great degree of madneſs,.to-fall on our own Swords, when 
we are purſued onely by our own Shadows. And the expe- 
rience which we our ſelves have had, as well as the Jewiſh 
Natiey , may convince us, that thoſe very perſons that 
frighted both them and us with'a Yexjent Romani, The Ro- 
mans will come and take away our place and Nation, and change - 

our Laws and Religion, were thole very men that did what 
they ſuggeſted the Romans would do, 

'Tis our Saviour's advice, that, we take mo thoughts for 
the morraw, (1. e.) that we be, not too follicitous about fu- 
ture events which are not in our, power, but carefully do 
the duties of the .preſent day ; and be content with ſuch 
things as we have, and comm t our ſelves to him in well-doing : 
for God hath ſaid.he wid! never leave nor forſake ſuch. Bur if 
after Gods redeeming of us out of all our troubles by an 4/- 
mighty hand,. we ſhall return again to our old follies and 
ungodly luſts, againſt his exprels Precepts.and Threats, we 
may in- vain expett that God ſhould work another Miracle - 
for us, that have made (o little improvement of the former. . 

I hall, therefore proceed with my Evidence , that it is 
only, from our Juſts that war in'our members, whence wars 
and fightings come among us. 
ne | Far ; 
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For firſt, we are not under the power of a Heatley or 
Forreign Prince, that rules us by armed Legions, as the Ro- 
mans Td the Jews , that we ſhould attempr by wars and 
fightings to ſhake off that Iron yoke. God himſelf hath 
ruled us by fuch a Succeſſion of Pious and peaceable Princes, 
ever ſince the Marian days, as the whole world cannot pa- 
rallel : and to raiſe tumults and wars to alter ſuch a Succeſſion, 
is to take the power out of Gods hands, whoruleth in the 
K. ingdoms of the earth, and appointeth over them whomſoever 
he will, Dan. 5.2. And that dear experience of diſputing 
the Succeſſion by the Sword between the Houles of Tork and 
Lancaſter , between whom were fought Seventecn pitcht 
Battles, . in which periſhed Eight Kings and Princes , F 
Dukes, Marqueſles and Earls , Two hundred thoufand ' of 
the people, beſides Barons and Gentlemen , and the Trea- 
ſure and Devaſtions not to be valued, ſhould forever affright 
us from the like attempts , leſt we be found to fight agginſt 
God, as well as againſt one another. | 
2. Nor is ther: any pretence of a Superior or co-ordinate 
power that may rival the Crown , the King being acknow- 
ledged the enly Supreme Potentate,&c he bearcth the Sword 
by Goes Commiſſion, and by the Law of the Land hath the 
difpoſingof the Militia ; to him belongs the jw eli @ 
pacis ; nor Pope nor Prelate, Presbyter or People, or their 
Repreſentatives, have any ſhare in the Supremacy. And yet 
on ſuch Paradexes have ſome men grounded the late. Wars : 
Prove (faith one) that the King was the only Supreme , and 1 
will yield my neck to the block. I think neither the Neck 
nor Head of that man was far from the Block, that prefu- 
med to vent ſuch a 7reaſonable poſition. 
| 3+ Nor can any complaint of 7yransy or oppreſſion juſti- 
fie a War among us; no Nation under Heaven enjoying 
more Liberty and Property , Temporal" or Spiritual Privi- 
ledges than we. Although it we did fuffer under ſome 
marriages in Government , {ome paſſions and exceſſes in 
our 
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our Governours, neither Scripture nor Reaſon will, warrant 
any reſiſtance ; and experience the Miſtreſs of Fools, way in- 
ſtrut us, that the remedy wou'd be worſe than the diſeaſe :; 
and that they who by fears and jealouſtes of Arbitrary Go- 
verument , and promules of liberty, and redreſs of grievan- 
ces, fleal the hearts of the people irom their Priace, as Abſe- 
lon did, do prove their greateſt Oppreſſors. There bave 
been but few Tyrants under whom their peaceable Subjects 
have not beea much happier, than under a ſtate of Anar- 
chy anc Confuſion. More innocent blood was ſhed , more 
Eſtates confilcate, more Temples, Caſtles, and Houlcs rui- - 
ned, more Orphans and Widows made in one year during 
our Civil Wars, thaa in all the Reigos of the Kings of Eng- - 
laxd by any Tyrannical aQs of theirs in 500 years. The 
Perfians theretore after the death of their Kings , allowed 
the liberty of fivedays, wherein-every one- might do as 
when there was no King in Iſrael,” to convince them that ſub- 
miſſion to the worlt Gavernours is better than to have | 
none. 

4. Nor can any plea from Religion warrant wars and 
fightings among, us : . for we are Chriſtians, and not Fews ; 
and wc arc under foth obligations to peace, that unleſs we 
can produce as clear warrant. from | MS for war and 
fightings among ourſelves , we att more like Pagans than : 
Chriſtians.” Peace is the laſt legacy that our Saviour left us, 
and by his Apoſtle he: enjoyne4 us, if 3t be poſſible, and as 
much as in us lyeth, to live peaceably with all men : and he 
makes peace a condition equal wirh Z7olineſs, withoiet. which 
we can never ſee God. On which grounds the Primitive 
Chriſtians thought it unlawful to exerciſe war .on any pre» 
tence whatſoever ; they wereenjoyned to take up the Croſs, 
and not the Sword ; they were to love their exemies,and not 
to hate their friends : thy prayed tor thole that perſecuted 
them , but did not perſecute thoſe who prayed with and for 
them. The Apoſtles of oar Lord did by preaching the 

Golpcl 
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Goſpel ſubdue Kingdoms, but they wrought righteouſneſs too, 
and did more for the ſecuring the Imperial Crowns, than all 
their own Laws could do. And this was one argument by 
which 7ertu/lian recommended the Chriſtians to the cle- 
mency of the Roman Emperours, That none of them were 
Nigriani or Caſſiani , they never abetted the Rebeſlions of 
Niger or Caſſius. And this ſhould for ever endear the Com- 
munion of the Church of Erg/avd, that as it teacheth,7hat 
it ts wot lawful on any pretence whatſoever to take up Arms a- 
gainlt the King ; ſo it was the teſtimony of the- Royal Mar» 
tyr to our preſent Soveraign ,, that ſearte any one who was 'a 
Beginner or ative proſecutor of the late ivar, was a true lover, 
embracer or pradtiſer of the Proteſtant Religion eſtabliſhed in 
England ,” which neither gave ſuch rules, or ſet ſuch examples. 
And on the contrary , ever ſince thoſe twin-Monſters ot Je- 
Juitiſm and *Fanaticiſm were born into the World together, 
there hath not been one conſiderable League, Covenant , or 
Aſſociation of people againſt their Prince, any ſingle 4ſaſi- 
ation of Kings, or Maſſacre of the people, any Conſults tor 
Diviion, War, and Confuſion ; but one or more of the Con- 
clave of Rome,or Conventicles of Separatiſts , and both un- 
der a pretence of zeal for Religion, have been the firſt con- 
trivers and exccutioners of them. 

0b. But it hath been objeRed, that the Primitive Chriſti- 
ans had no Laws to confirm their Religion and Worſhip,as we 
have; and therefore it was not fo lawtul for them to defend 
their Religion by Arms as it is for us. | 

Anſ. 1. Tt is firange that our Laws ſhould be made a pre- 
tence for Reſiſtance, which declare that it # not lawful to re- 
hiſt on any pretence whatſoever. #4 

2. The Primitive Chriſtians, who never bore Arms i- 
gainſt rheir perſecuting Princes , would mich more abhor 
to do it againit Chriſtian Governours that favoured and pro- 
tected them ; they would never turn the Laws againſt the 
Law-makers,and uiethem as Forts and San&uaries to ſecure 
znd protcdl Rebels. 3.It 
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(1.2 Tf this ples might be-adimitred, the. be/.,Frinees would 
-be in 'moff danger: "for by this rule,” if we'lived under 
"Pagan and perfecuting Prince,” that never favoured:.us. with 
one good Law , we might not' reſiſt-him ; but. it 'under; a 
Prince that made it' lis buſineſs to. ſecure Religion 'by-, the 
beſt Laws , "ſuch as preſfume'they-arsvf 'a better: Religion 
than their Prince, and can judger.of the Laws better\-than 
the Law-giver ; might juſtific a Kebe//zon againſt him;and 
ſo the beſt Prince would 'be moſt miſerable ; and the fame 
Laws that ſecure our Religion, would deftray bis Crown, On

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ors for Confeience ſake, and. our Superiors command nothi 

contrary to thoſe Laws, which Laws forbid us to refiſt ay 
wy pretence whatſoever, there can te neither Law nor Cauſci- 
exce tO juſtifie Refiſtance ; but it proceeds from the luſts of 
ungodly men: whereof this is 4 certain proof, that when 
fuch Pretenders to Religion and Confcience do ſuccecd in their 
Rebellion. the Cloak is thrown off, and thofe luſts which 
ſeemed dormant or caxchayt, appear rampant ; and grievous 
Wobtves creep out from under the Sheeps clothing, which 
ſpare neither Sheep nor Shepherds, nor thole that helped to 
run down the Prey. with chem, fo they may kill and take 


Having thus proved our Apoſtles aſſertion in general, 
That Wars and Fightings among us can proceed from no 
other cauſe but our Lwks,: 1 ſhall onely point you to a few 
of thoſe Lufs thatare the principsl [ncendjaries.

Beware (faith 
our Saviour ) of falſe prophets, which come to you in ſheeps 
clothing, but inwardly they are raveneus wolves, Mat. 7. 15.

Woe unto them, or r they have gone in the way of Cain, who 
was a Murtherer, and run greedily after the errour of Balaam 
for reward, and periſhed in the gainfay by of Core ; who 
brought ſuch raulimg accuſations againſt Moſes and Aaron, as 
the Devil bimſelf durſt not do. "Theſe are they ( faith the A- 
poſtle ) who ſeparate themſelves; ſenſual, Alot not the ſpp 
re, v.19. 

Theſe Scriptures are ſufficient to remove the prejudice 
which fome people conceive againft rheir Superiours for 
PeppreÞng of fuch alſe Prophets as they find feducing the 

People. The onely difficulty is, how we may di ifcern falſe 
Prophets, ſeeing our Saviour ſays they ſhall come i Sheeps 
D 2 <lothing, 
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clothing, and transform tbemſe/ves into Angels of light. . Yet 
nears mal intalhble,-By thezr Peak F 7% ſhall kuow 
few - for, firſt, they; ſhall came 20 you, came prtvily, cxeep 
ant o your es; conſe withfair word and feigned Tech: ; 
cothe without a Call ot Commiſſion from Ged vr Man; come 
againſt the eftabliſhed Laws, and tevercſt penaltics of Fines 
and, inpriſonment,, abd. Death it ielf.. (Fhus the Romi/h 
Wolves, pme, clothed, with the /Name; of the immaculate 
"21 Lf God ; > Jeſuits they call themſelves, but grievous 
Wolves the. Scripture terms ſuch, who aſſaſſmate the chi- 
Shepherds it Church and State, and maſſacre whale Flocks ; 
that with Elymas the Sorcerer ſeek to th» our Deputies from 
the Faxh, and. as the; Phariſees, compaſs Sea "aud Land ts 
make Preſelytes, and to ay. them twofold more the children 
of wrath and malice than themſetves. Theſe perfwade their 
Diſciples that they are of that holy Church in which. alone 
Salvation 4.ta; be had ; that all others out of their. Commu 
nion are Hereticks, and Schiſmticks, fit onely_ for a feryPur- 
gatory ;. but if they return to the Lap of their Mother, they 
are as ſure of Salvation as if they were in Abraham's Bo- 
ſome. 

But as ur Saviour ſays, By their fruits (1 e.) their Do- 
frines and tlicir i Ran know them, One Generg| 
Rule we have in Deyt, r3.,1, That if a prophet ould ariſe 
that ſhould ſhew /ignes aud wonders that ſhould come to paſs, 
yet if that prophet ſhould entice the people to idolatry '( and 
by. conſequence to yl in:qguity ) thou ſhalt not hearken to 
that prophet. When theretore theſe Emiſſaries of Rome fall 
teach contrary to what we have received trom Chriſt and his 
Apoſtles ; when they perlwade us to worſhip the Creature 
with that Worſhip which is due onely to the Creator, be they 
Saints, or Angels, or the Virgin Mary , who all abhor, to 
have God rabbed of his Honour, , of which he 3s a;ealeus 


God: when they adde new Articles of Faith, and Ru/e\'of 


(Qbedtence, beſides and contrary to what God 1n his Word 
| hath 
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Lath. required, and prefer their own 7raditions and Droenti- 
es above his expreſs Commands and Inſtitutions : when they 
low Tares' in Chriſts field, and ſeek to. divide his Flock; 
when they ſeek to advance the Jntereft of the Pope, above 
the Supremacy of the King, and withdraw that Obedience and 
Subjetion trom him, which every Soul 1s required to yield 
unto lum; when they teach the DoCtrine of Ixfallibility in 
the Pope, though he decree things contrary to Chriſt, as in 
taking the Cup trom the Laity, with a Non O&ſtante that 
Chrilt ſaid, Drink ye all of this : when they decree what is 
contrary to Senſe, as well as the Scriptures, in the Doctrine 
of Tranſubſtantiati#; and other things contrary to Reaſon, 
as in Prayers in an unknown Tongue, and denying the uſe of the 
Scriptures to the People, whom God commands to ſearch 
the Scriptures, becauſe in them we have eternal life : In a 
word, when they praCtile Rebellion and Cruelty, and ſtir up 
Strife, and foment Drvifions, and plot for Wars and Fight- 
ings amongſt us ; let them boaſt of Miracles and Revela- 
tions, of Tradition and Succeſſion, of Grandeur and Proſperi- 


ty ; let them appear not onely as Jeſuits, but Angels of 


Light, yet if their Doftrine and Praftices be ſuch as theſc, 
we mult refſt them ſtedfaſt in the Faith ; unleſs we- will ex- 
change our Faith and Knowledge for a blind Obedience, our 
Scripture for Traditions, our Liturgie for Legends, our Loy- 
alty for Rebellion, and our Peace tor War and Fightings, or 
Fire and Faggot. 

There is another ſort of pernicious Creatures among, our 
ſelves, bur gz foreign breed ; whoſe clothing is a Cloak of 
Zeal for Re 1810n, with broad Phylatteries, and ſentences of 
Scripture ;, their diſcourſe is of ſoft Murmurings and Com- 
plaints againſt the Government, and /oud Ontcries againſt the 
Romiſh Wolves, that we may not Jujpet danger from any 0- 
ther quarter. And the better, to draw away Diſciples after 
them, they come with demure looks, and dejected Counte- 
wances, and, as the Gnoſtzchs, pretend to great Myſteries and 

' Reve- 
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Revelations, extraordinary and immediate aſhſtances of the 
Spirit, and purer Ordinances ; that with them is the Sceprer 
' of Chriſts holy Diſcipline, to which all Kings and People muſt 
bow, or ſhall be broken in pieces ; for God will reprove even 
Kings for their ſakes, ſaying, Touch not mine Anointed, and do 
Prophets no harm. 

But by their fruits we ſhall know theſe menalſo : for how 
oppoſite foever they ſeem to be to the Romiſh Wolves in 
their Profeſſions, they are coupled as Sampſor's foxes with 
fire-brands in their tails, by deſtruftive Principles and Pra» 
Cices againſt the eſtabliſhed Church and Government. As 
Hered | and Pontius Pilate the Riman, were againſt 
Chrift. It would fill a Volume ro difcover the /ntrigues 
of theſe two Fations ; how mutually they affiſt each other 
with Arms and 4 nts againft their common Enemy. 
They are conſcious that they are too weak fingly to encoun- 
ter & eftablifked Government ; and therefore will not ſuffer 
ether to be utterly ſuppreſſed; nor will the Fealouſte of ei- 
ther Party ſuffer the other to be uppermoft, left they ſhould 
carry away the whole Prey. So that we are kept as good 
Grain between two Mill-flones of an equal "a" till we arc 
ground to dult ; ard then they will grinde the faces of each 6- 
ther. 

Now Itake thoſe, and onely thofe, who do agree with 
the Jeſurts in preaching and propagating ſeditious and trai- 
terous Principles and Pradtices, ſuch as 7he lawfubvefs of Re- 
ſtance, and taking up Arms in defence of Religion againtt the 


Supreme Magiſtrate ; That the Originat of the Magiſtrates 


power is in the people, who may call them ta an account, and es 
poſe or murther them as they ſee cauſe; That would ere@t a- 
notber Supremacy m the Pope, Parliament, or Presbytery ; 
thar _ conſpire the death of their Prince, or raife Open 
Wars to cftett the fame; thote who have murthered oye 
King already, and uſe the fame methods to deſtroy anorber ; 
that oppoſe, defame, and condemn men of Peacrable, Loyal, 

and 


. 
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and Chriſtian Principles, and Canonize Traytors and Regz- 
cides as Saints and Martyrs; and'in a word, all ſuch as wil/ 
not declare that it is unlawful to take up Arms againſt the 
King on ay pretence whatſoever, or that they will not endea- 
vour any alteration of the eſtabliſhed Government ; they whoſe 
Sermons are Satyrs againſt their Governowrs; whole Preach- 
ing is of Curſing and Lies, and their Praftice to raife Wars 
and Fightings among us, for fuch falſe Prophets as our Savi- 
our bids us to beware of. 

If theſe men do indeed abhor the wame and doom Of falſe 
Prophets, let them do what they can and ought todo to 
clear themſelves : *let them expunge out of their Beoks ſuch 
traiterous Principles, and anwathematize them in their Conven- 
ticles ; let them tollow that worthy Example of the Unj- 
verſity of Oxford, and that of the Converts, Aﬀs 19. 19. 
bring thoſe compuring Books together, that can raifke up Legy- 
ons of Evil Spirits, and without counting the va/ve of them, 
though it be 50000 pieces of ſilver, pablickly burn them : 
And they will make as comfortable a Bonfire as ever the Na- 
tion ſaw, except that of New-Market. 

But if they will ſtill goon as thoſe falſe Prophets, Fer.z ;. 
14. to trengthen the hands of evil doers, that none doth re- 
turn from their wickedneſs : if they will publickly deſpiſe Do- - 
minions, and ſpeak evil of Dignities ; and ove Party condemn 
Prince and People as Hereticks and Schiſmaticks, it to bede- 
ſtrayed by the Sword, or to paſs through a Fiery Purgatory ; 
and the other accule us as Popiſh and Antichriſtzas, though 
they know not whether Gog or Magog, the Chriftianjſimus 
or Antichriſtiaviſſimus be the Antichriſt ; but whoever he be, 
they are more ready to be reconciled to him, than to the 
Religion and Government eſtabliſhed ; _ ſhall never be a- 
ble to wipe off the guilt, or eſcape the dodm of falſe Pro- 
phets, as long as they teach ſuch Danmable Dottrines + for fo 
the Scripture hath determined it, They that refiſt, ſhall re- 
ceive to themſelves damnation, ROM. 13. 2. and 
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And yet, as if the Genius of the Nation inclined them to 
Wars and Fightings, how'do we ( like children')- in every 
City and Market-town flock after theſe Drums and 7rum- 
pers that ſound an Alarm to Wars, and inſtead of the Goſpe/ 
of peace, propagate an Evange/tam Armatum, theLaw ot the 
Sword ; that maintain «n/awful meetings tor the muſtering 
of their Forces, and make their Exerciſes like thoſe of the 
Artilleries, to diſcipline the People for War ; and can, as by 
a word of command, lcad them from their Folds into the 
Field, and arm them with Zeal enough to wwrther their 
Brethren, their Biſhop, their Prince, anq in a little time one 
another / ; | 

It is not, certainly, the Goſpel of peace which theſe men 
preach; that would transform Lions into Lambs, but their 
Harangaes transform Lambs into Lions and Tygers : that 
would teach men to beat their Swords into Plowſhares, this 
teacheth them to beat up their Plowſhares and(ilver Bodkins 
and Thimbles into Swords and Piſtols. And between theFaux's 
of this Age, who with their dark Lanthorns and lighted 
Fo Si. 2 are ready to give fire to their ſubterranean Mines, 
and arc ſorry for nothing but their -diſappointment 3 and 
thoſe Blunderbuſſes', who being. fall charged to the very 
mouths with Powder and Bullet,- and have Zeal enough, 
though their hearrs be as hard as Flint or Steel, to give trre 
in the face of Majeſty it ſelf ; we are ſtil] between the Jaws 
of thoſe roaring. Lions, that go about ſeeking how they may de- 
vour us. And had'not the Almighty hand of God reſtrained 
theſe Sons of Violence, and kept them tack with more than 
Bit and Bridle, they would have long fince fallen on us, 
and rent us in PiCccs, 

But bleiled be God, even the God of our Salvation, our 
Delivercr and Deſcnder ,, who. hath hewn the Snares of 
thoſe ungodly men in pieces ; arid though they have often af+ 
faulted us from our youth up, ye he hath 'not delivered us 0« 
ver 46 a prey wntotheir teeth. 'And'miy we never provoke 

4 him 
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him by our mwrmurings and - our hyporrifie and 
profaneneſs, our diviſions and'luf ""g after evil things, to ve- 
pent him of all the loving kindnefs and wonders of merey 
which he hath wrought tor us; which if they lead us not 
to repentance and amendment of life, will render us more fit 
for deſtruftion ; and then in vain'may we hope for awother 
miracle , to deliver us from thoſe fery farnaces which theſe 
lurking firebrands have prepared for us ; and by their mdig- 
nation ſince our miraculous deliverance from the Lions dew, 
and theit, as wonderful diſappointments, are heated ſeven times 
hotter than ever : tor their wickedneſs till barneth like Fire, 
and is like that worſk ſort of fire, which'go#th #oe ont;though 
never ſo many waters of —__—_ avours be poured on 
it: they have the effe&t of Oyl and Fuel, to, increaſe, ra- 
ther than to extinguiſh the flame. For they have provided 
that their. malice may ſurvivt themſelves, and be immortal ; 
they have incloſed rheir Semmaries for Briers,' and Thorns, 
and Brambles, out of ' which a fire may-conte in time, to 
Burn up all the Cedars in Lebanon ; and they have fitted 


their Nurſeries for another generation of Vipers , who ſuck 
in their poyſonous principles , and-are arrhed with invincible 


prejudices againft that Chriftian Religion and Rojas which 


paniards at 


ted for the late borrid Conſpiracy, whom the prejudices 
E which 
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which fermented their ſpirits from their Childhood, Jid not 
fwel and make /oper , and animate them to thole deſperare 
defiges which brought them to thoſe untimely ends. Thus 
that degencrate Gentleman Mr.51DNEyvy, had no other A- 
polagy tor himſelf, than tbat be had been managed fon his 
youth.in that OLÞ. CAuSE,, which was begun in Treaſon, 
rw carryed an. With confuſed nojſe , and garments roded in

"And awother as unfortunate as himſelf , had thoſe 
prigciples of the lawfulneſs of Refiſtance in calc of Religion, 
ialuſed to him by falſe Teachers from his youth , which 


were the wexeuwus ivgrediexts to his death. The Author of 


the Life of Jwiax had (i ſeems). confirmed him in the be- 
liet of what Dr Mantos had long before inſtrudted him in ; 
who on this very Text raifeth the Queſtion, Whether Relj- 
gion way be defended by Arms? to which , among other 


things, he anſwereth, That ſometime the outward exerciſe of 


Religion and Warſhip may be eftabliſhed and ſecured by Laws ; 
and among ether priviledges axd rights , liberty of pure 
worſhip may be one ; which being invaded by violence, may be 
Aefended by Arms.-+----The Eſtates of a Kingdom may main- 
bain their Religion againſt the tyranny and malice of the 
Prixce. Aadion thee prejadices dyed the whole Colledge of 
the late Conſpiratgrs ; whole blood may be reguiredat their 
hands that corrupt2d their hearts with fuch blood-guilty prin 
ciples. For from bence come wars and fightings among us. 

2. Next to the lufts of Pride and vain-glory, St. Fames 
goth arraign thoſe of exuy and malice, as the cauſe of wars : 
for he tells us-, That the ſpirit that dweleth in us luſteth to

And when we fee Rebellion to be. like the fin of witchcraft, 
which ſeldom or never admits repentance : when xot one of 


the old Regicides or new Conſpirators, though they confel- - 
ſed the fatfor which they died, profeſſed any Regret or Re- - 


pentance for it { which yet in the Caſe of Chriſt Fudas and 
Pontius Pilate did, and every common Murtherer is wont to 
do:) when there are ſtill ſo many among us that approve of 
thoſe horrid Impieties of their Forefathers, -and:onely want 
Opportunities to att over the ſame Tragedies again: when 
men are ready to caſt Fire-brands, Arrows, and Death, and 
think it a Sport ; when God infatuates a People,and delivers 
them up to Rh ſtrong deluſions, and faſcinations, that nog all

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the Oracles of God, nor all the Examples of DivineVengeance 
and. Humane Juſtice can awaken them, and reduce then to a 
ſounder mind; neither if one ſhould ariſe from the dead, will 
they repent. And whether it be that God hath given up 
ſuch Offenders to a reprobate mind,or with Cain they appre- 
hend their fins greater than can be forgiven, or that God de- 
livered them up to-the furies of their guilty Conſciences, and 
hath ſeatenced them ro thole Chains of impenitence and 
darkneſs to the judgment of the laſt day ; it is to me the moſt 
certain and ſad Omen, that God hath yet fuller vials of wrath 
tobe poured out on ſuch men, at leaſt, if not on the whole 
Nation, againſt whom his hand is not yet withdrawn, but 
his arm 1s Tretched out till. | | 
We havea day of Humiliation appointed for the barbaraus 
Parricide of our Royal Martyr, and .we have had a day of 
Thankſgiving for the miraculous Deliverance of our preſent 
Soveraign, which you have'this day religiouſly commemo- 
rated. But while ſome mours, and make the firſt a day of 
Lamentation for the Anointed of the-Lord; who was taken is 
the pits of dectitful and bloud-thirſty men ; others applaud 
that execrable' Faft, and nouriſh. their hearts. as in a day 
hter, or ſuch a Satrifice wherewith God was.well pleaſed; 
And when the ſecand 15 a. day of Foy and Gladnefs to ſee 
Feruſalem \n Peace and Proſperity ,- and the Xing and 
his Crown-flouriſh ; others moure that their Babel & fallen ; - 
if while ſome 4/efs God that hath preſerved the King and his 
People,” others curſe the King and People whom God hath + 
preſerved ;*and while theſe are perſwading to peace, they 
make them ready for War : what can a People ſo divided ex- - 
pe@, but to be deſtroyed ? 
Another cauſe of War is the Amor habendi, the immode- - 
rate deſire of having things that are ſuperfluous and unlaw- 
ful, whether power, pleaſures, or poſſeſſions. - For when men 
can ſet no bounds to their Luſts, they conſider not whether 
the end be neceſlary, or the means lawful, but they muſt 
bave . 
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have the Rem quocunque modorem. Ando S.Paul, 1 Tim.s. 
9, They that will be rich, fall into a ſnare and temptations,and 
many Goof and hurtful luſts, that drown men in perdition; and 
they that are greedy of gain, will not ſtick to tate away the 
life of the owners nag, This our Apoſtle obſerves, when 
he joyns the defire of having with Hiding. And our Savi- 
our makes this the reaſon of the Jews killing the heir, that 
the inheritance might be theirs. Thus Solomon brings in un- 
godly men conſpiring together, Prov. x. 13; IWe ſhall find 
all precious ſubſtance, we Tall fill our houſes with ſpoil : and 
then, Come, let us lay wait for bloud, let us lurk privily for the 
innocent without cauſe. "This Luſt. warreth firſt i» our own 
members. Prov.1 5.2.7. He that is. greedy of gain, troubleth bu 
own houſe, diſquieteth himſelf; and his defire of having is 
not quenched, but with the bloud of thoſe from whom he 
takes. Thus Ahab was fick at the heart for Naboth's Vine- 
yard, and nothing could cure him but Jezabel's' Receipt of 
killing and taking poſſeſſion. Yet this was to be gilded 0+ 
ver with a gow of Religion ; a ſolemn Fai} muſt be proclaimed, 
and Naboth accuſed of blaſpheming Ged and the King. 

That our Wars and Fightings were begun for the Rtisfq- 
on of ſuch covetous Lyſts, the fame method of ki.ling and 
taking poſſeſſion plainly demonſtrate. The Royal Martyr, 
ſhartly after his Coronation in Scotland, makes a Revocation 
of ſuch Lands as were taken from the Crown in his Fathers 
Minority. Alſo ſame Noblemen and others called Lords of 
the Erettion, or Impropriators, who had ingroſſed almoſt all 
the 7x/bes of the Nation, allowing the. Finiſters ati inconſf- 
derable Phttance or Stipend, and theſe Lay-patrons, fo op- 
preſſed the Cowrtry, that no man durſt to. take home his 
nine parts, until the. /mpropriators had ſet out their tenth ; 
by means whereof, the generality had their dependance on 
theſe Lords, agaioſt whom the King reccived-trequent Pe- 
*11ions from the Gentry and their Farmers, as alſo the Mini- 
ficrs, complaining ot this Oppreſſion. Whercupon his 
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Majeſty grants a Commiſſion of Surrendry of Superiorityand 


Tythes, in which ſome ot the intereſſed Lords were mace 
Commiſſioners ; and ſo fairly and equally was it executed, 
that the Lords received a competent ſatisfattion, and the Mi- 
niſters, Gentry, and Commons being freed from that Yaſſa- 
Lage, thanktully acknowledged the benefit. But the Lords 
perceiving they ſhould Iofe the dependance of the People, 
ſuggeſted that this was done in favour of Epiſcopacy, and to 
the prejudice of Religion ; and taking advantage of ſome 
other Accidents, they begin to afſoczate, and enter into a 
Covenant tor defence of their Religion : and hence came 
thoſeWars and Fightings. For the ſecref of the Scots againſh 
their Biſhops, ſtirred up the like /yts in ſome Members of 
our Nation, who under the like pretence of Religion, and 
clamours of Popery and 1dolatry, armed themſelves to com- 
mit Sacriledge, and ( as ſoon as they had power ) to ki# 
and take poſſeſſion : and with ſuch ample Dividends of Church 
and Croww-lands did __ gratifie the luſts that 
warred in their ſeveral members,. that they proved a Snare 


not to themſelves onely, but to their Poſterity; who applaud 


their Fathers _ ; and though they proved fowre Grapes 
unto them, yet thezy childrens teeth and appetites are ſet on 
edge to devour things that are holy. - And ſo-juſt do they 
{ul think their 77ze to thoſe Lands, that they think it law- 
ful to vindicate it by a ſecond Rebellion. And hence come 
wars and fightings, &tc. 

The laft cauſe of War which I ſhall mention, is the want 
of a due conſideration of the Miſchief and evil Conſequences of 
War, that Pandora's Box, whence al} manner of Plagues do 
iſſue ; peſtilential Fevers, bloudy Fluxes, Famines, Confle- 
grations of Towns and Cities, demoliſhing of Caſtles and 
Temples, devaſtation of whole Countries, and introduci 
of Atheiſm and Barbarity : of all which this Nation ha 
had fad experience: which made the Orator to fay, Quem 
diſcordia, quem Cades Ciuvinm, quem bellum civile delettat, 
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eum ex finibus humanz nature exterminandum puto, Phil. r 3. 
They who delight to live in a ſtate of War, are not fit to 
live in any ſlate of Mankind. 

Some among us have heard to what great honour the 
Dregs of the Nation have been advanced ; how Coblers have 
been tranſlated to Colonels, and Clowns to Counſellors of State ; 
how Bankrapts have become Bankers, and Apprentices Prea- 
chers; and the Saint-like Souldiers have had the. honour to 
bind Kings in Chains, and Nobles in Fetters of iron: and 
hence it 15, that ſuch as are i» debt and diſtreſs, ſuch as diſ- 
ſent from the eſtabliſhed Worſhip, and like Corah and his 
Confederates think themſelves more fit than Moſes and Aaron, 
aſpire to the Magiſtracy and Miniſtry by Rebellion and Bloud- 
ſhed. 'But thele ily men conſider not who it 1s that by the 
Chains of theſe 1.uſts is leading them Captive to Death and 
Damnation : they think not what Dogs-heads they may 
prove, as Hazae! did ( who had as good a concert” of bim- 
ſelf as they ) to ſlay their Brethren with the ſword , and ſet 
on fire the firong holds of Iſrael, to daſh their children, and rip 
np the women with child, 2 Kings 8.13. Nor do they con- 

ider how ſhort and troubleſome their reign may be, and how 
for three tranſgreſſions and for four (1.c.) the manifold iniqui- 
tics whereby they rhreſhed their Country with inſiruments of 
rron,what a fire God ſent into the houſe of Hazael, Amos 1.4. 

I therefore beſeech thofe that delight in making Diviſions 
and War among our ſelves, to conſider, firſt, how many 
things are meceſſarily required to make a War /awſul. It ts 
not every Offerce or Oppreſſion of cur Governoaurs can warrant 
it; but there muſt be a ſaficient Authority ; and after af 
pofſible endeavours, overtures, and condeſcentions for Peace, 
none but /awfu/ means muſt be uſcd, and thoſe proſecuted 
with Equity and Mederation, and all intended to a good end: 
which circumſtances cannot meet to juſtifie ſuch as endea- 
vour Wars and Fightings among us: and tl;crcfore as Gro- 
zi doth determine it, 7i5. 3. cap. 10, de JurcLell:, AZ the 
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Pluxder and Rapine, all the Cries and Tears of Widows and Ore 
phans, and the louder Cries of [unicent Bloud, wi/l God require 
at their hands who have been the Contrivers and Attors i» 
unlawful Wars. So that whether they are Conquerors or 
conquered, whether they ſurvive the Rebellion, or die in it, 
they are like to be utterly wndone, it they Jive and proſper 
in their Rebe/ion : they live in impenitence,and never think 
of making that, reſtirution and ſatvfattzon for all the Plunder 
and Rapime. committed by them ;. without which there is 
no remiſſion: and if they, die, they dig io thoſeſins to which 
the Scriptures have threatued Damnation. From Which, 
and. all the cauſes theredf, eſpecially From all Sion pe 79

faneneſs and _—_— Covetouſneſs and Ambition ; all Envy, 
Pride, and Malice, 
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crifice all our private Animoſities and Intereſts to the publick 
Religion, Peace, and Proſperity of the Nation. 

[t after all that hath been ſaid, there be any that ſtill d+- 
light in War, let thera war that good warfare in which they 
lave been .cngaged from their Baptiſm, Tanquam Sacramento 
Militari , to tight under their Saviours Banner again? fin, 
the world, and the devil. Here we want not Exemies that 
are conſtantly aſſaalrivg w ; nor, if we behave our ſaves 
manſulty, can we want a compleat Vidory over them: 'tis but 
to. dewy ungodlineſi and worldly Iuſts ; and though the Devil 
hinfelf lead, them on, we may by a fout —_—_ them 
to.flight, and ſhall be more than Conquerors. In theſe Conflitts 
we may outdo Mexander himſelf, who having ſubdued mas 
»y Kingdoms, was ovetcome by bis own Iuſts.; Fortior eſt qui ſe. 
Every one that fighrs the good fight of faith, overcymeth the 
world, apd ſhall receive a kingdom that cannot be moved, as 
the Kingdoms ofthis World may; and a'crows that faderh 
n0t away, reſerved for is i beaven, 4 tobe | revealed : 
tor, Behold, ſaith ©ys Saviour, Nome , and my reward 
vwith me, Event T6 come, Lord Jeſus, comnanichly, - 
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
